4. (S/NF/SK) SUMMARY s Source furnished the attached summary which 
was prepared following the session and submitted- to the Interviewer 
within twenty four hours following the session,, The completeness of 
the typewritten summary has been compared to the Interviewer 's notes 
and all omissions, changes, and/or corrections have been verified as 
acceptable by the Interviewer. The information provided in the 
summary was found to be a complete accounting of the data provided by 
the Source during the session and did not require further 
modification, clarification or additions by the Interviewer.
